So universal has the acceptance been that the British conception 
of paying honor and tribute to an “Unknown Soldier” constitutes 
the finest of all Memorials, that it has been followed in France, Italy 
and the United States. Jt has now beeu suggested that Canada 
should do likewise, and that the remains of some one of the many 
Canadian soldiers lying unidentified in graves in France and Flan- 
ders should be’brought to Canada, in all honor on a Canadian war- 
ship and buried with fitting ceremonics, and in a fitting tomb, in the 
capital city of the Dominion, 

There should be no hesitation in acting upon the suggestion. 
In no part of the world did the manhood of any country respond 
more quickly and splendidly to the call to service than in Canada. 
The youth of this Dominion did not stop to count the cost, but will- 
ingly offered their all in defence of home and country and for the 
maintenance of national honor and the continuance of human liberty. 
Canada gave over 600,000 soldiers to the armics of the Empire/ and 
one out of every ten rests in a grave across the seas. We cannot 
bring them all back, but as Lieutenant-Governor Newlands of Sas- 
katchewan says in endorsing the suggestion, we can, and should, 
bring a representative. 

Canadians from coast to coast desire to pay all tribute to the 
memory of their heroic dead. That tribute should be paid, not only 
by the present generation, but by Canadians throughout the cen- 
turics to come. In the Great War Canada found a national con- 
scienceness it had not previously possessed. This Dominion is big- 
ger and better because of the trials through which its people passed 
and the sacrifices its soldiers made. In year to come the pcriod of 
the Great War will be recognized as the turning point in Canadian 
history, and the deeds of valor of Canada’s soldiers as the light 
which spread a new illumination over the pages of our history and 
inspired a new enthusiasm and gave birth to a truly national spirit 
in Canada. 

Generations yet unborn will rec@enize these truths to a far 
greater degree than we do today. Standing at the tomb of Can- 
ada’s “Unknown Soldier” in Canada’s capital city, future Canadians 
will pay homage to the sturdy sons of the Dominion who in the 
years of the Great War proved themselves worthy of their country 
and their race. 

Everything that can be done to kecp alive and intensify the 
pride of Canadians in their country and in the achievements of their 
fellow citizens should be done in the interests of Canada.

ish Empire approach the armament 
and Far Eastern conference “in a 
spirit of confidence and high resolve,” 
the acting head of the British delega- 
_tion, Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, declar- 
“ed upon his arrival at Washington. 

‘It is more than four years,” Mr. 
Balfour said, “since I left this well- 
remembered scene and said farewell 
to many friends at Washington. It 
was a most critical stage in the great 
war, and. notwithstanding that there 
was nothing more to De feared from 
the enemy's battleships, the submar- 
ine campaign, though its Intensity 
had somewhat diminished, was still 
most formidable. In the west and in 
the east the victory by land hung in 
the balance. America, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, animated by a 
single spirit, was concentrating her 
vast resources and preparing to 
throw her whole strength into the 
world struggle. We all know the re- 
sult. It came more completely and 
more quickly than most of us_ had 
dared to hope; and exactly three 
years ago the greatest of victories 
concluded the greatest of wars. 

“I little thought, when I took leave 
of those from whom I had received 
such endless kindness, that I should 
again be called upon to revisit you, 
as the representative of Great Bri- 
tain; still less did I think that three 
years after the armistice was signed, 
our whole thoughts would still, be di- 
rected towards completing the work 
of-peace. But so it is. Nothing 
could less resemble the work that had 


. to be done in 1917 than the work in 


a 


which we are all concerned in 1921. 
Yet they are not only intimately 
cpnnected, but they form a part of 
the same international endeavor and 
he would be a rash prophet who 
would say that the victories of peace 
are easier to attain than the victories 
of war. But surely we may approach 
these new labors in a spirit of con- 
fidence and high hope. We must not 
indeed either ask for or- expect the 
impossible, although what is within 
our reach is worth our utmost ef- 
forts. And I cannot doubt that un- 
der the wise guidance of your presi- 
dent we shall be fortunate enough to| 
attain it. Most happy was the in- 
spiration which moved him to sum- 
mon this conference. I am convinced 
_ that all those who are going to meet 
. here in consul, and the governments 
which they represent, are resolved 
to the best of their ability to co oper- 
ate with him in. making it a success. 
This is the world’s desire; it will, not 
fail of achievement,”

The 
Washington conference, summoned 
by President Harding, is lke a rain- 
bow in the sky, for, without the as-

“This conference comes none too 
soon. So far the war has not had 
the effect which every sane man an- 
ticipated from it, in arresting the 
growths of armaments, Man is the 
most unteachable of all animals.

Nixon and the horses were to await 
us, June bugs and yellow grass-. 
hoppers veered and crackled. Drag- 
on-flies darted past. Once the wind 
held upon the wind-screen till we 
took a curve and he could flutter 
off. We left behind us a pennon of 
dast, bobbing away from the hotel 
Where people said: “Where are they 
going?” and somebody replied, “To 
the Lake of the Hanging Glaciers.” 
In a meadow beside a bend of Horse 
Thief Creek, where were three log 
cabins, the horses waited for us. We 
came round a twist of the road, 
brushing cottonwood and poplar and 
willow branches and, stopping, heard 
the tinkle of a horse bell; and there 
they were, Nixon, with his foot 
against a pack hauling on a rope, 
jn the act of completing the work 
known as “throwing the diamond 
hitch.” 

Going to the Hanging Glaciers is 
as good as getting there, astounding 
spectacle though they be. It is an 
unforgettable journey. Walking in 
streets is an empty undertaking 
compared with riding through the 
Mountains, despite the shows in all 
the shop-windows and the passing 
faces. Time is in Oxford Street. 
The urgent moment is. on Wall 
Street. Eternity is in the pass of 
Horse Thief Creek, where are no 
clocks, That is the feeling: it is 
into Eternity that we ride there. For 
that cause, all the way I found it 
hard to believe. The impression per 
sisted that ] might awake from sleep 
ond an exquisite dream, that I might 
awaken to hear the clatter of street- 
sweepers, honk of late (or very 
early) taxis, and that Nixon’s big 
cow-puncher hat showing ahead was 
only out of a story read when a boy. 
To begin with there were bridges 
over creeks we had to cross, cordu- 
roy bridges, but when we left 
wagon-road and came to trail the 
creeks were forded. Usually the 
horses drank before fording; ahd of 
all the charming pictures that have 
become stereotyped without losing 
charm, that of-horses drinking by a 
riverside is one of the finest. 

That is only one of the simple de- 
lights of going to The Hanging 
Glaciers: and long may it be before 
any improvement committee throws 
bridges over these creeks for the 
sake of timid tourist. There are 
other trails for these, trails with 
every little hillside crack bridged, 
every precipice shored up, every 


| 


deepens in the valleys, as if exud- 
ing from amid the uncounted trees. 


lakes; Overhead day lingers on upon the 


sheer precipices of peaks that we sce 
between the topmost spires of the 
Douglas firs. How comfortable we 
can be there! In a few minutes, 
with a few clips of an axe, we have 
a mattress of fir-boughs; and then 
the trees from which they have been 
clipped make the tent poles over 
which to cast the canvas sheet. 

The guide having smashed his 
watch I lent him mine, so that he 
could have all up and forth early 
on the next day. I woke to dim 
light and wondered what the time 
might be, rose and looked out of my 
ent, and gasped. What serene and 
perfect beauty! It was not day. It 
was not night. It was scarce dawn. 
The creek rushed past, a long grade 
of grey. The trees were infinitely 
still. As I looked each outlined it- 
self and gained stability. That was 
the impression. I glanced up and 
saw morning on a high gold cloud. 
All was so perfect, so tranquil, so 
good, that I had a pang of sorrow 
for all men in tenements, and of re- 
gret for all back-courts in the cities 
of the world. One planet had the 
appearance pf resting on a peak of 
jaspar and chalcedony—an illusion 
of the witching hour, an actuality of 
the quality of light. It was unbe- 
lievably large. Rays shot from it 
like a star drawn by a man in the 
stone age. There was no other 
planet, no: star, visible. And that 
nlanet, even as I Watched, ignoring 
the cold of morning at my tent 


flap, went adrift from the peak;]d 


it was left alone in a wash of blue, 
then dwindled in size. The tremen- 
dous moment was over. I turned 
back and crept under the blankets 
to warm me—cold and SAppy ang 
was wakened again by the clip of an 
axe, and a crackling noise, and 
voices, Looking out I saw the 
camp-fire newly tended, and Nixon 
washing his hands carefully, pre- 
paratory to pooking breakfast. By 
aid of a mirror anging from a 
twig of a tree I shaved; and as our 
voices grew louder a marmot whis- 
tled away up on the peak that had 
been as of jasper and chalcedon 
and was then as of amethyst with 
amethyst trees. Night ad ap- 
peared to exude from the low woods 
and flood up the peaks; day came 
dropping down from that gold cloud, 


diate warmth. 

As for the Glaciers, the announced 
objective of our journey: I once 
knew a lonely man who did not 
care to go out for a walk without s 
goal. Once he even addressed an 
envelope to himself before going out 
so that he could say: “I am going. 
as far as the corner pillar-box, to 
post a letter.” The Hanging Gla- 
ciers were our objective:= but going 
ip there was as good as petting 
there. Any objective will serve 
that takes one out to the roar of 
creeks and the sight of eagles vol- 
laning in immensity and squirrels 
swaying on a bough’s end. The Gla- 
clers are certainly a spectacle. They 
hang. They do hang. They are in 
chasms of a league-wide sickle of 
mountain, oight separate glaciers, 
with taper tops and great butt ends 
many feet thick. From a monster 
one at the bottom of that sweep of 
mountain, the front of it recallin 
pictures of the Great Ice Barrier o: 
the Antarctic, chunks break off. It 
“calves”, in the word of those whont 
Nixon calls “glaclerologists.” The 
calves float on the Inke out. of 
which Horse Thief creek flows with 
plunging, Noise, and foam. The Jake 
fronting it, and receiving its broken 


splinters (and changing, opal-like, in-

the changes of the ht and the 
rufflings and smoothings of the 
winds), was once christened “Lake 
May.” But there are limits to hu- 
man endurance. When old-timer 
Bruce saw it he said: “Hanging 
Glaciers! The Lake of the Hangin 
Glaciers!” And rightness triumphed 


over levity. The name remains, The 


Lake of the Hanging Glaciers. 

On the Alpine meadow on. the 
hither side of that lake a man can 
sit all day, warm in the summer 


‘sun, and watch the ptarmigan trot 


across the névés. You cannot walk 
there but you tread upon an Alpine 
flower. There are long wedges of 
phyllodnes, that looks like heath or 
eather. Between these are wedges 
of rock-slide, shaped like the gla- 
ciers, upturned V’s on the moun- 
tain-sides, miles along. Ever and 
again thero ts a rumble that is not 
of thunder; it is the rumble of ava- 
lanche and rock-slides. Intermit- 
tently it punctuates the quiet of the 
day. The awe of the Glaciers is the 
journey’s end and assuredly lives 
in the memory; but also much else 
‘ives in the memory, drifts into the 
sub-conscious that, with the ad- 
vance of man, shall become the con- 
scious—drifts into his heart to- his 
making, if he have any capacity to 
be made. A thousand: memories re- 
main: squirrels springing their rat- 
iles; mother ptarmigan clucking to 
her brood; little understandings on 
the way between man and horse; 
the knocking of a stone from the 
hollow of his hoof, and having him 
tub his muzzle in friendly gesture 
on one’s shoulder, as expression of 
thanks, These are among the num- 
ber. From the horrific saw-edged 
rocky crest, where the taper-tips of 
the fanning glaciers have the ap-

The Winter Bed||;

An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House- 
hold Management. 


With the advent of cooler weather, 
every housewife is going over both 
beds and their furnishings with a view 


toward making them comfortable for 
winter. Jor, while we may enjoy a 
nap on the couch with the merest 
sheet drawn about us in the summer’s 
heat, only a well-made bed, with 
warm, comfortable furnishings, will do 
in winter. 

In almost all our large housefurnish- 
ing shops sales of sheets, pillow slips 
and blankets, as well as comforters or 
quilts, tempt us. Before making up 
her mind as to what she needs, each 
woman in charge of a home should go 
arefully through the details of mak- 
jing the bed. ‘Then jot down remind- 
ers. ° 

To make a bed, first be sure that 
the mattress is the other side up from 
what it was the night before. Turn- 
ing the mattress keeps it from becom- 
ing worn down in one place. You 
may decide that you want your mat- 
tress in two sections to facilitate turn-

ing. ‘In buying a-new mattress or 
having the old one made over, remem- 
ber this. ‘ 


Have a pad over the mattress and 
under the lower sheet. Have under 
sheet right side up, broad hem at top. 
Have second sheet wrong side up, 
broad hem at top. 
sheets have middle crease exactly in 
the middle of the bed. e 


In purchasing sheets, the width will 
depend upon whether you are purchas- 
ing the sheet for a single or three- 
quarter or full size double bed. But 
—every worthwhile sheet must be two 
and three-fourth yards long, to enable 
one to properly tuck it in and protect 
the mattress. In buying sheets in- 
sist upon having the sheet measured 
in your presence. 

Put the blanket on the bed at least 

eight inches below the top of the bed 
and turn the top sheet down to keep 
the blanket clean. Both sheets and 
blankets should be tucked in with the 
square hospital corners and should be 
pulled so tight that there is not a

wrinkling will cause the sleeper much 
discomfort as well as give the bed an 
untidy appearance. 

The spread should be put on next. 
The corners may be turned in as the 
sheets, but the sides of the spread 
may be allowed to hang. 

If a pillow is clean and smooth and 
lies very square upon the bed, it adds 
beauty and attractiveness to the bed. 
Therefore, be careful to purchase pil- 
low slips that are a good fit for the 
pillows they encase. 

If a comforter is used, roll it neatly 
and place it at the foot of the bed. 
Have the salesman show you the com- 
foters filled with silk floss or down. 
These are ight in weight, but «ive 
much warmth on cold nights. 

Bed furnishings, unlike styles in 
clothing, do not go out of style. It 
is therefore advisable to have a good- 
ly stock on hand—at least a dozen 
sheets for each two beds,

Buy them at a reliable shop*and then 
take good care of them. They will 
last for years. ;

From Child’s Heart 


Most Remarkable Operation Perform. 
ed at Minneapolis Hospital — 

A Cambric needle was removed from 
the heart of Dawson Sandles, two 
years old, at the Elliott Memorial 
Hospital at the University of Minne- 
sota, Minneapolis, in what surgeons 
term the 
operation ever performed in the north- 
west. The youngster is expected to 
recover. 

Dawson, a son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
H. Sandles, St. Paul, stumbled and fell 
while playing at his home and a 
needle from his mother’s sewing bas- 
ket penetrated his left breast. He 
complained of a pain in his left side 
and an X-Ray examination revealed 
the needle close to the heart. 

Dr. A. CG. Strachauer, chief of the 
surgical staff at the hospital, decided 
to operate. The surgeon first opened 
tho boy’s breast and then the pert 
cardium, where he expected to find the 
needle, which, however, had entered 
the heart. At each contraction of 
that organ the head of the small steel 
needle came into view. With a tiny 
forceps, Dr. Strachauer extracted it, 
and within a short time the heart, 


jwhich had been beating 120 times a 


minute, returned to close to normal.

\ Miles Long In Thibet . 
Among the greatest results achieved 
by the Hedin explorations in Tibet was 
the discovery of a continuous moun- 
tain chain, 2,000 miles long. stretch- 
ing east and west, and which, taken as 
a whole, is the most massive range on 
the crust of the earth. Its average 
height above sea level is greater than 
that of the Himalayas, and although 
lits peaks are from 4,000 to 5,000°feet 
jlower than Mount Everest, its passes 
average 8,000 feet higher than those 
of the Himalayas. The eastern and 
western parts of this range were 
known before, but the central and 
highest part, in Bongba, was unexplor- 
ed previous to Dr. Hedini’s visit.

Point, 
and Blue Sea Lake (where the Duke 
and Duchess of Devonshire elected 
to spend their summers), are almost 
as a closed Paradise to any save 
those who have cottages. Yet, al- 
though all of these places are une 
deniably beautiful and desirable by 
reason of their very. exclusivencss 
they do not comprise even half o 
the Gatineau, 

The vicinity of Paugan Falls ean 
scarcely be equalled as a hotel site. 
Paugan is an Indian word meaning 
“pipe” and is descriptive of the 


shape of the Falls. While these may 


not be mentioned in the same breat 
with Niagara or similar glories, yet 
they have their own peculiar charm; 
the approach, the setting, the colour- 
ng of the surrounding hills, the 
indescribable atmosphere of romance 
that pervades the district. Over the 
Paugan, a rainbow arch spans the 
two shores on sunny days and when 
clouds threaten Old Sol with deats, 
the prismatic colours fade into a 
shimmering mist. Below the Pauga:. 
Falls the Gatineau river grows calw 
and forms not only a safe luke for 
boating, but an ideal swimming pool, 
ordered as it is for a half a mfle 


with a stretch of amber sand,—M.M, ;
